WHEREAS, the 2 000 Vietnamese refugees have remained stateless in the Philippines over the last 16 


| years without being given any status; 


WHEREAS, this small number of Vietnamese refugees represents the last group of “boat people“ from 


_ Vietnam, stranded in limbo since 1989; 
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WHEREAS, Australia and the U.K. have provided resettlement for some 300 refugees on humanitarian 
compassionate grounds since the year 2000; 


WHEREAS, Norway and the U.S.A. have recently allowed the majority of the remaining 2 000 
Vietnamese refugees to resettle in their countries on similar humanitarian grounds; 


WHEREAS, some 200 families (approximately 500 individuals) are expected to be left behind without a 
durable solution after 16 years of displacement and statelessness; 


WHEREAS, many of these families have relatives such as parents, siblings, and other relations living in 
Canada; 


WHEREAS, the Vietnamese Community in Canada have found willing and able Canadian sponsors for 
all of the 200 refugee families; 


WHEREAS, Canada accepts some 30 000 refugees annually and already has in place programs that 
would allow the resettlement of these families; 


WHEREAS, these families meet the criteria set under the ‘Country of Asylum’ class which requires that 
the applicant: 


Be outside his/her country of citizenship; 

Has been affected by civil war or armed conflict; or 

Has suffered violations of human rights; 

Has no possibility, within a reasonable period of time, SCA a durable solution; and 
Be privately sponsored. 


The Standing Committee on Citizenship and Immigration requests the following: 


1. The Honourable Minister of Citizenship and Immigration to allow the resettlement of these families 


in Canada under the ‘Country of Asylum’ class, on humanitarian compassionate grounds, during the 
2005-2006 financial year. 


2. During this process, these families be required to undergo normal procedures like all other refugees 
admitted into Canada. 


3. The Honourable Minister of Citizenship and Immigration to respond, in writing, to members of this 
Committee, within a reasonable period of time, the overall result of Canada’s efforts in providing a 
durable solution to this last group of ‘boat people’ from Vietnam.

| Meili Faille moved, — REMAINING 2 000 STATELESS VIETNAMESE REFUGEES IN THE 
i} PHILIPPINES 


|! WHEREAS, the 2 000 Vietnamese refugees have remained stateless in the Philippines over the last 16 
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years without being given any status; 


WHEREAS, this small number of Vietnamese refugees represents the last group of ‘boat people’ from 
Vietnam, stranded in limbo since 1989; 


WHEREAS, Australia and the U.K. have provided resettlement for some 300 refugees on humanitarian 
compassionate grounds since the year 2000; 


WHEREAS, Norway and the U.S.A. have recently allowed the majority of the remaining 2 000 
Vietnamese refugees to resettle in their countries on similar humanitarian grounds; 


WHEREAS, some 200 families (approximately 500 individuals) are expected to be left behind without a 
durable solution after 16 years of displacement and statelessness; 


WHEREAS, many of these families have relatives such as parents, siblings, and other relations living in 
Canada; 


WHEREAS, the Vietnamese Community in Canada have found willing and able Canadian sponsors for 
all of the 200 refugee families; 


WHEREAS, Canada accepts some 30 000 refugees annually and already has in place programs that 
would allow the resettlement of these families; 


WHEREAS, these families meet:the criteria set under the ‘Country of Asylum’ class which requires that 
the applicant: 


+ Be outside his/her country of citizenship 

+ Has been affected by civil war or armed conflict or 

+ Has suffered violations of human rights; 

+ Has no possibility, within a reasonable period of time, of having a durable solution; and 
* Be privately sponsored

in Canada under the ‘Country of Asylum’ class, on humanitarian compassionate grounds, during the 
2005-2006 financial year.

+ the existence of a bond is unlikely to be an effective compliance mechanism; 
+ the process of approving a bond will prevent timely decision making; 


¢ the approval of a bond is unlikely to change the visa officer decision or significantly improve approval 
rates; 


+ that overall client satisfaction will not be improved; 


+ a visitor sponsorship program could be vulnerable to abuse by organized crime, including human 
trafficking and people smuggling; 


and considering that the department has, since the committee began consideration of this Bill, issued 
instructions to visa officers to ensure that applications involving visits for compelling family reasons are 
given all due consideration and that where such applications are refused, officers are to assess whether a 
Temporary Resident Permit is appropriate. 

Therefore, be it resolved that this Committee, pursuant to Standing Order 97.1, recommends that the 
House of Commons do not proceed further with Bill C-283, an Act to amend the Immigration and

Whereas on October 23, 1956, university students marching through the streets of Budapest were joined 
by workers and others until their numbers reached some 100,000 Hungarian citizens protesting against 
the communist government of Hungary and its domination by the Soviet Union, whereupon the 
Hungarian Security Police opened fire on the crowd and killed hundreds; 

Whereas the Hungarian government under Prime Minister Imre Nagy released political prisoners, 
including major church leaders, took steps to establish a multi-party democracy, called for the 
withdrawal of all Soviet troops from Hungary, announced Hungary's withdrawal from the Warsaw Pact, 


and requested United Nations assistance in establishing Hungarian neutrality; 


Whereas the Soviet Union launched a massive military counteroffensive against the revolt on November 
4, 1956, sending tens of thousands of additional troops from the Soviet Union and launched air strikes, 
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artillery bombardments and coordinated tank-infantry actions involving some 6,000 tanks which, 
remarkably, the outnumbered and under-equipped Hungarian Army and Hungarian workers resisted for 
several days; 


Whereas Prime Minister Imre Nagy was seized by Soviet security forces despite assurances of safe 
passage for him to leave the Yugoslav Embassy in Budapest where he sought asylum, and he was taken 
to Romania and was subsequently tried and executed; 


Whereas an estimated one thousand two hundred Hungarians were tried and executed by the post-1956 
Hungarian government; 


Whereas an estimated 200,000 Hungarians fled their country in the aftermath of the Soviet suppression 
of the Hungarian uprising, and over 37,000 of these people eventually were able to settle in Canada, 
where they have contributed to the cultural diversity and the economic strength of this country; 


Whereas the uprising of the Hungarian people in 1956 dramatically confirmed the widespread contempt 
in which the Hungarians held the Soviet Union and the underlying weakness of the communist system 
imposed by Soviet authorities in Central and Eastern Europe, as well as the strength of popular support 
for democratic principles and the right of the Hungarian people to determine their own national destiny; 


Whereas on October 23, 1989, the Republic of Hungary proclaimed its independence, and in 1990 the 
‘Hungarian Parliament officially designated October 23 as a Hungarian national holiday, indicating that 
the legacy of the 1956 Revolution continues to inspire Hungarians to this day; 


Whereas the people of Hungary are beginning a year-long celebration to mark the 50th anniversary of 
the Hungarian Revolution of 1956; 


‘Whereas on March 12, 1999, the Government of Hungary, reflecting the will of the Hungarian people, 
formally acceded to the North Atlantic Treaty and became a member of NATO and on May 1, 2004, 
Hungary became a full member of the European Union; and 


Whereas Hungary and Canada continue to expand their friendship and cooperation in all realms: Now, 
therefore, be it 


That, in the opinion of the Committee, the government should 


(1) commend the people of Hungary as they mark the 50th anniversary of the 1956 Hungarian 
Revolution which set the stage for the ultimate collapse of communism in 1989 throughout Central and 
Eastern Europe, including Hungary, and two years later in the Soviet Union itself; 


(2) express condolences to the people of Hungary for those who lost their lives fighting for the cause of 
Hungarian freedom and independence in 1956, as well as for those individuals executed by the Soviet 
and Hungarian communist authorities in the five years following the Revolution, including Prime 
Minister Imre Nagy; 


| (3) welcome the changes that have taken place in Hungary since 1989, believing that Hungary's 
integration into NATO and the European Union, together with similar developments in the neighboring 
countries, will ensure peace, stability, and understanding among the great peoples of the Carpathian 
Basin; and 
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(4) reaffirm the friendship and cooperative relations between the governments of Hungary and Canada 
and between the Hungarian and Canadian people.

RULING BY THE CHAIR 


Amendment L-1 seeks to amend section 19 of the Citizenship Act, so that certain prohibitions to the 
granting of citizenship would apply to persons under the new subsection 5.1(2).

“ an amendment is inadmissible if it amends a statute that is not before the committee or a section of 
the parent Act unless it is specifically being amended by a clause of the bill.” 


Since section 19 of the Citizenship Act is not being amended by Bill C-14, it is inadmissible to propose 
such an amendment. Therefore, L-1 is inadmissible. 


Amendments L-2 and L-3 have the same objective and also seek to amend sections of the Citizenship 
Act which are not amended by the Bill, and are also inadmissible. 


Whereupon, Raymonde Folco appealed the decision of the Chair. The question: "Shall the decision of 
the Chair be sustained?" was put and the decision was sustained. 


Meili Faille moved, — That Bill C-14 be amended by adding after line 26 on page 2 the following new 
clause: 


“2,1 Subsection 12(2) of the Act is replaced by the following: 

(2) Where an application under section 5, 5.1 or 8 or subsection 11(1) 1s approved, the Minister shall, 
not later than thirty days after the citizenship judge has made a decision under subsection 14(2) or, if 
there is an appeal from that decision, not later than thirty days after the time for final appeal has 
expired, issue a certificate of citizenship to the applicant.” 


RULING BY THE CHAIR 


Amendment BQ-3 seeks to amend section 12 of the Citizenship Act, which relates to the issuing of 
citizenship certificates. 


House of Commons Procedure and Practice states at page 654: 


“an amendment is inadmissible if it amends a statute that is not before the committee or a section of 
the parent Act unless it is specifically being amended by a clause of the bill.” 


Since section 12 of the Citizenship Act is not being amended by Bill C-14, it is inadmissible to propose 
such an amendment. Therefore, BQ-3 is inadmissible.

PHILIPPINES 


WHEREAS, until recently, 2,000 forgotten Vietnamese refugees remained stateless in the Philippines 
for over a decade and half without being given any status; 


WHEREAS, this group of Vietnamese refugees represents the last group of “boat people” from 
Vietnam, stranded in limbo since 1989; 


WHEREAS, Australia, the United Kingdom, Norway and the United States have recognized these 
people as refugees and resettled the majority of them; 


WHEREAS, Canada agreed to take up to 200 of these Vietnamese refugees; 


WHEREAS, only 23 individuals from eight families qualified to come to Canada under the programme 
announced by the previous government; 


WHEREAS, 140 individuals are left behind without a durable solution after 17 years of displacement 
; and statelessness; 


WHEREAS, Canada had a remarkable record for the resettlement of Vietnamese “boat people”; 


WHEREAS, Vietnamese refugees who came to Canada as part of that important refugee movement 
have integrated well into Canada society and, as Canadian citizens, make important contributions to our 
communities; 


WHEREAS, many Canadians including members of the Vietnamese Community in Canada are willing 
and able to be private sponsors for these 140 individuals; 


WHEREAS, Canada accepts some 30,000 refugees annually and already has in place humanitarian and 
compassionate programs that would allow the resettlement of these individuals; 


WHEREAS, the Vietnamese refugees remaining in the Philippines meet the criteria set under the 
‘Country of Asylum’ class of the Immigration and Refugee Protection Act which requires that the 
applicant: 


e Be outside his/her country of citizenship; 


e Has been affected by civil war or armed conflict; or 
e Has suffered violations of human rights; 
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e Has no possibility, within a reasonable period of time, of having a durable solution; and 
e Be privately sponsored. 

WHEREAS, under Section 25(1) of the Immigration and Refugee Protection Act, the Minister of 


Citizenship and Immigration also has the power to grant permanent residence in Canada on 
humanitarian and compassionate grounds; 


THEREFORE, The Standing Committee on Citizenship and Immigration requests the following: 
1. The Honourable Minister of Citizenship and Immigration to allow the urgent resettlement in Canada 
of the remaining 140 Vietnamese refugees stranded in the Philippines on humanitarian and 


compassionate grounds under the ‘Country of Asylum’ class or using Section 25(1) of the Immigration 
and Refugee Protection Act or via some other mechanism; 


2. During this process, these individuals be required to undergo normal procedures like all other 
refugees admitted into Canada; 


3. The Honourable Minister of Citizenship and Immigration to respond, in writing, to members of this 

~ Committee, within a reasonable period of time, the overall result of Canada’s efforts in providing a 
durable solution to this last group of boat people” from Vietnam.

Therefore be it resolved that the Standing Committee on Citizenship and Immigration: 


e a. acknowledge the emergency nature of the hunger strike and open discussion with regard to a 
resolution; 

© b.call on the Government of Canada and the Minister of Public Safety and the Minister of 
Citizenship and Immigration to mandate the Office of the Correctional Investigator, which has 
jurisdiction over all federal inmates except for those held at the Kingston Immigration Holding 
Centre, to now assume jurisdiction over the KIHC, investigate current and ongoing complaints of 
those currently on hunger strike, and prepare an independent set of recommendations for 
resolution of said grievances. 


And be it further resolved that the Minister of Public Safety and the Minister of Citizenship and 
Immigration be asked to respond urgently in writing, to members of this Committee, outlining the 
Department’s actions in light of the passage of this motion. 


And be it further resolved that the Chair of the Standing Committee on Citizenship and Immigration 
report this motion to the House of Commons..
